Beyond any reputation he has made in 
his being so widely known in 
the metropolis just now outweighs all 
other thoughts of him. Next to Depew he 
is the best known New Yorker in that city.

Trenton, N. J. March 16.—The oldest 
road, consisting of five men, was yester- 
day discharged for breaking into President 
Cleveland’s wine while it was in transit 
from Washington to Princeton.

Memphis, Tenn., March 16.—The first .loss 
of life resulting in the high water was 
recorded today, an entire negro family 
and one white child being drowned near 
Marion, Ark. It is believed that many 
have perished, owing to the serious condi- 
tion th all that country, but news from 
: this ia difficult to obtain. 

A levee on the Arkansas side, some fifty 
miles above, was sWept away Saturday 
night, but full particulars are not avail- 
able and whether fatalities followed is not 

nown. The broken levee was a part of 
the old state system and ineorporated in 
the St. Francis levee system. The water 
had a fall through it of about fifteen feet 
and rushed with great violence over the 
adjacent country, 60 that casualties, are 
regarded as certain to have occurred. 

A number of local vessels are actively 
engaged in rescuing people and stock from 
the overflowed sections of Arkansas and 
the river islands and hundreds of them 
are now being provided for in this city. 

The river here ts 36.4 feet, a rise of near- 
ly one and a half feet within forty-eight 
hours, and still rising.

There are 
seven suits in all, directed against as many 
companies. 

The attorney general says there are 
many other members of the trust whose 
names he has, but he has not sufficient 
evidence against them yet to warrant 
bringing action against them now. The de- 
fendants in the suits filed today are the 
following: 

The Western Assurance Company of To- 
ronto, Canada; the British America As 
surance Company, of Toronto, Canada; the 
Caledonia Insurance Company, of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland; the London and Lan- 
cashire Insurance Company, of Liverpool, 
England; the Royal Insurance Company, 
of Liverpool, England; the St. Paul Fire 
and Marine Insurance Company, of St. 
Paul, Minn.; the Home Insurance Com- 
pany, of New York. 

Incorporated in the petition are a num- 
ber of excerpts from the trust agreement, 
showing that one object of the combina- 
tion is to fix rates of insurance.

| Robert Lee Lawrence Ends His Earth- 
ly Career With a Dose 
of Laudanum. 


WAS FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED 


He Made All the Arrangements for 
His Eternal Sleep as if Pre- 
paring for a Journey. 


HIS SAD LETTERS OF FAREWELL 


A Telegram to His Brother in Athens 
Brings Him to Atlanta in Time To 
View the Dead Body—The Coroner 
Holds an Inquest—Verdict of Suil- 
eide. 


“We, the jury, impaneled and sworn by 
J. R. Stamps, coroner, to investigate the 
cause of the death of R. L. Lawrence, find 
from the evidence that he came to his 
death from an overdose of laudanum taken 
with suicidal intent alone in room No. 361 
of the Kimball house, Atlanta, Ga.”’ 

Nobert Lee Lawrence, who was tired of 
life before it had fairly begun for him, 
who was aweary of & world which he 
ecarcely knew, was found lying dead upon 
a bed in room 361 of the Kimball house 
yesterday afternoon about 4:30 o’clock. 

Lawrence arrived in Atlanta from Etber- 
ton Sunday afternoon and registered under 
the name and «address of ‘““‘W. 8. Upshaw, 
Waco, Tex.’”’ At that very thme he was no 
doubt contemplating his tragic end. 

But little was seen of him after that. 
Yesterday morning, yesterday at noon and 
about 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon one of 
the chambeérmaid tried to get in his room 
and failed. She rang for a bell boy, and by 
the boy Mr. Scoville, the manager of the 
hotel, was notified. The engineer was sent 
for and he forced an entrance into the 
room by opening the transom. 

Lawrence had been dead about three or 
four hours when first discovered, according 
to the evidence of the physicians. 

On the mantel shelf of his room was a 
three ounce vial of laudanum nearly emp- 
tied. He may heve taken all the drug at 
onee or taken it in broken doses, but in 
sufficient quantities to produce death. 

WROTE LETTERS HOME. 

Before the young man ended fils life he 
wrote two letters, one addressed to his 
mother in Edgewood, and the other to his 
sister. After writing the letters he placed 
them in a coat pocket where they were 
found, and then he sent a telegram <o his 
brother, Mr. Jeff Lawrence, at Athens, 
telling him to come to Atlanta at once. In 
the letters he referred to the fact that a 
telegram would be sent to his brother. 

Thinking that some member of his fami- 
ly was very ill Mr. Jeff Lawrence left Ath- 
ens at once and when he arrived in At- 
lanta he went straight to his mother’s 
home in Bdgewood. There he found all 
well. He at once suspected that some- 
thing was wrong with his brother. He 
hurried to the Kimball and asked the clerk, 
Mr. Ed Callaway, if his brother, R. L. 
Lawretice, was registered there. The name 
could not be found. At that very moment 
physicians were examining the dead body 
of the young man upstairs. 

Mr. Callaway thought of this and showed 
the caller the signature of “W. 8. Upshaw, 
Waco, Tex.’”’ Mr. Lawrence said it resem- 
bled this brother’s and he was shown to 
the room where the sad tragedy had been 
enacted. 

The dead stranger was his brother. 

The letters the deceased had written were 
opened by the coroner. In them the writer 
had stated that he intended to end his life. 
He had tried to live right, bus, temptations 
and evil companions had o@rcome him 
and life had been a failure. 

INQUEST HELD THIS MORNING. 

The remains were taken to the under- 
taking establishment of H. M. Patterson, 
where an inquest was held this morning. 

Only three witnesses were examined by 
the coroner’s jury, the®chambermald who 
first saw the body; Mr. Scoville, and the 
engineer who broke open the door. Dr. M. 
A. Purse, who: was the first physician to 
examine the remains, and who was on the 
jury, made a statement as to the cause of 
death and how long the young man had 
been dead when found. 

The jury then made up its verdict 
given above. 

Robert Lee Lawrence was tWenty-séven 
years.of age and a young man of good ad- 
dress anid fine personal appearance. He 
was 4 man to attract attention in any pub- 
lic gathering. Alt the time of his death 
he lived in Atlanta, but was employed by 
a firm in BDiberton. He came from Han- 
cock county, Georgia, three years ago. He 
has five brothers, three of whom are trav- 
eling men. 

The arrangements for the funeral have 
not beer made. It is probable he will be 
buried in,the old family burying ground in 
Hancock county, although he wrote in one 
of ‘his letters: ‘“‘Lay me here. Do not take 
me back to the old family burying ground.”’

Some of Our Lawyers 
and Their Peculiarities 


Our lawyers and their methods have 
changed very much within a generation. 

When I was a youngster our great law- 
yers, as a rule, were men of stalwart pro- 
portions, and their voices were remarka- 
ble for their volume and far-reaching ef- 
fect. 

These giants of the bar were men of 
great physical strength and endurance. 
They were clear-headed fellows, too, and 


in a long trial, when scores of witnesses . 


were examined, they did not have to de- 
pend upon notes of the testimony. 

They carried the law and the facts in 
their heads, and did not have to refer to 
books and notes when an important point 
was to be argued. 


I have heard General Toombs reply to a 
lawyer who had read perhaps a dozen 
cases from the reports of the highest, tri- 
bunals of several states. Without looking 
at one of the books the general would 
mention each case, give the page of the 
volume containing it, and he would then 
synopsize it and show wherein it differed 
from the matter then before the court. 

The judges in those days were " equally 
quick. ‘they were well-grounded in the 
principles of the law, and they did not get 
tangled or lose their way in a fog. 

Good memories were strong points with 
our old judges and lawyers, and they had 
very little use for a man who could not 
recollect the law and the evidence. 

The judges and the lawyers treated one 
another with marked courtesy, but they 
were not punctilious about tr:fles. 

Old Judge Hiram Warner, for instance, 
was like an enraged lion when he saw any- 
body deliberately defying the authority of 
his court, but he rarely ever imposed. a 
fine upon a man who thoughtlessly acted 
In such cases 
he thought that a gentle reprimand was 
sufficient. 


The lawyers of a generation ago believed 
in the old-fashioned style of eloquence. 

They resdrted to invective and denuncia- 
tion, and gave the other side a roast. 
When Ben Hill rose to speak his oppo- 
nents generally left the courtroom. They 
were not willing to remain and listen to 
the terrible things which he was certain 
to say about them and their witnesses. 

Hill had a voice of thunder, and when 
he let it out timid people had their nerves 
badly shaken, and the average jury yield- 
ed without a struggle. 

In his best days General Gartrell had a 
voice of great power, and he knew how to 
use it. 

One day a countryman walked out of 
the courtvard and said to me: 

“Gnerul Gartrell is the finest lawyer 
in Georgia!” 

“What is the secret of his success?” I 
asked. 

“Why. he hollers so powerful loud,”’ was 
the reply, “I never saw a man who could 
out-holler the ginerul.” 


There were some few exceptions, how- 
ever, even in the old days-of which I am 
writing. 

At the Atlanta bar there were several 
gifted lawyers who always spoke in,.the 
quiet, convergational style which is so’ pop- 
ular now. These men comnianded an at- 
tentive hearing and their audiences seem- 
ei to think that what their speeches lacked 
in sound was made i in quality. | 

Thirty years ago, a lawyer had a 
‘big case, hé thought it duty to attempt 
an eloquent speech. Ger aroull be ornate 
and rhetorical, and would sometimes dip 
into the classics. 

Some of the fine speeches of ‘these gays 
“would be considered stilted “now, ’ 
would be laughed .at. ~ 

All that the up-to-date lawyer cares for 
is the verdict, and he ts willing to make a 
‘very dull talk if it will win. He is think- 
ing of victory, and oratory has no place 


PROBLEM ALL TO HERSELF| 


The biggest’ problem that confronts the 
law-makers of Georgia now is that. of pro- 
viding funds to mect the increased demand 
of the pensioners. 

“The'men who opposed accepting the old 
soldiers’ home are paying for it now,” re- 


marked a prominent gentleman in discuss- 


ing the matter this morning. “The pen- 
sion law will have to be amended. As it 
now stands it is demoralizing to the man- 
hood of Georgia. Every man who has 
reached the age of sixty years and who 
was in the war feels that he is as much 
entitled to a pension as anybody else, anc 
that Is why the applications have reached 
such an enormous number.” 

I had a talk with Judge Richard John- 
son on the matter today and he saye that 
there are about 4,000 applicants for pen- 
sions under the indigent pension act whous« 
applications have not been passed upon. 

It will take all summer to get through 
with them. 

And then will come the job of assort- 
ing them so as to find out who among 
those whose applications are approved are 
most needy. 


Under the law only 2,500 are provided: 


for, $0 a year being allowed those who 
have grown. unable to earn a livelihood 
Only $150,000 was appropriated for that 
purpose, which provides for 2,500 indigent 
soldiers. There are 2,000 already on the list 
leaving only money enough for %0 more. 

But there are 4,000 applications from dif 
ferent parts of the state and the only way 
to get over the difficulty will be to sift 
the matter to the bottom and select 500 o: 
the most needy and place them on the roll. 

WIDOWS NEAR THE LIMIT. 

When the act providing pensions for the 
widows of confederate veterans was pass- 
ed a fund of $240,000 was appropriated for 
their pensions. They are allowed the same 
as the indigent pensioners—3$60 a year. 

There are about 150 applications from 
widows who have not been enrolled stil! 
to be passed upon, but it is thought that 
the fund provided for them will hold out. 

There are about 300 applications from dis- 
abled veterans to be passed upon alsw. 
They are allowed pensions of various 
amounts from $5 up to $150, but the ap- 
propriation for that purpose is limited to 
$150,000. 

The greater portion of the disabled sol- 
diers and widows of veterans have been 
enrolled and are drawing their pensions. 
> But when it comes to the indigent list 
their name is legion. The act contemplated 
taking care of a few here and there who 
had grown old and infirm and unable to 
earn a livelihood. 

But fromm the number that have come in- 
to the pension office there must be a host 
of such. The list grows every year. The 
old men are growing older every year and 
the state will have to manage some wiy 
to provide for the pensions. 

HOW THEY ARE DIVIDED. 

The way the pensions are divided up 
now the disabled veterans come first under 
the act of 1887, the first payment being 
made in 1888. 

The loss of both legs or both arms, or an 
arm and a. leg, entitles the pensioner to 
$150 per annum. The less of a singie arm 
or leg is less and the scale is graduated 
down to $5 for the loss of a iinger or u 
toe. 

There Were twenty-six pensioners on t'f 
list last year drawing $100 anJl a goodly 
numler drawing less amounts. That elass 
gf pensioners will hardly exceei the limit 
of the appropriation, as tley are passing 
away year after year. 

Next come the widows who have been 
drawing pensions since the act of 1890, 
they having drawn their first pensions in 
1891. Nearly all of them who are eligible 
have been placed on the roll and there is 


no fear of the st Bakes increased more 
than the appropriation will admit. 

But the indigents are not so easy to dea/ 
with. They are scattered all over the state 
aud the task of separating tha deserving 
ones from those who are not really suffer- 
ing for assistance js, in itself, a formidable 
one, f 

But when it comes to sorting out the 
most pressing cases from those who are 
not really suffering so as to get 500 cut 
of 4,09, the job is.one that is appalling. 

It will take all the summer to pass upor 
the applications and then some time wl) 
be roquired to select those who can be 
placed on the list ins'de the appropriation. 

HE GAVE HIS RECORD. 

Here is a case that came under the no 
tice of Colonel L. P. Thomas. 

It seems that the party wrote to lim te 
get him to indorse the application for ¢ 
pension which the old veteran was obre- 
paring to submit to the pension depart- 
ment. 

He had lost sight of the man and wrote 
him that he was unable to recall him. 

Whereupon the veteran wrote him the 
following letter: 

“Viola, Ga., March'9, 1897—Colonel L. P. 
Thomas, Atlanta, Ga.: Dear Colone! 
Thomas: Your card of February 27th re- 
ceived. I went into .company E, Captain 
Mereer’s company, at Cumberland Gap: 1 
was at the first firht-at Cumberland Gap, 
which was the first battle that I was in 
I was fortunate enough to receive no 
wounds, nor have any sickness sufficient 
to cause me to go to the hospital during 
the war. 

“I was in the battles of Chickasaw Bluff, 
Baker's creek, Vicksburg, Missionary 
Ridge, Rocky Face, Resaca, New Hope 


and Pumpkin Vine creek. I was with you | 


‘n the skirmish at Pumpkin Vine creek 
and was in the skirmish line. I was in the 
following battles also: Kennesaw, Atlanta, 
June 20th, 224d and 28th, 1864; Jonesboro, 
Franklin, Nashville, Edisto Run, Orange- 
burg, Kingston and Betonville. After you 
was promoted colonel, Captain Mercer 
then being the senior captain of the regi- 
ment, we became company A. Do you re- 
member when we were near Goldsboro, 
N. C., I went out foraging after we stop- 
ped there and found a hollow stump full 
of meat. I got in about night with some 
meat and you sent down to me and got a 
ham of the same and sent for me to come 
to your headquarters and asked me where 
[ got the meat, and said you did not car 
where I got it, but wanted to know if I left 
any? 


A GOURD OF LARD. 


“I told you that I did, and also a fin 
gourd of lard, and you asked me if } 
could not go back and get that for you. 
I replied: ‘Colonel, I am tired down. 1 
have been walking all day ever since we 
stopped here this morning,’ and you pro- 
posed that if I would-go you would let me 
have your horse to ride. 

“I went and you sent two men with me 
When I got back to where we had caniped 
you had gone, having received orders to 
move, and I never overtook you until next 
day. I was on your horse and you were 
taking it on foot. © 

“If you don’t remember me by the fore- 
going I will mention in my next some o! 
our hardships coming’ out of Tennessee, 
such as making Shoal creek when it was 
freezing weather, and’ when, on ‘July 22, 
1864, we took a battery on the railroad in 
the battle around Atlanta. Please let me 
hear from, you soon. Respectfully yoy? 
old comrade, H. Z. KITCHENS.” 

If that application ‘fails to pass it will 
not be the fault of the record, which i« 
complete, and Colonel Thomas was abie 
to recall very vividly the happenings of 
those long and weary campaigns referred 
to by his old comrade. FOLSOM.

His 
four years’ term does not expire until 
February 5, 189. Hon: W. F. Symons is 
the postmaster. He has about three years 
more to serve. In each of the above nam- 
ed positions John H. Deveaux, coiored, 
Collector Lamb’s predecessor, and McC. F. 
McBrown, the postmaster, held over their 
full four years under President Cleveland. 
Postmaster Brown was appointed for four 
years near the end of a postmaster term, 
the incumbent preceding him being remov- 
ed for irregularity in office. This prece- 
dent as established ‘by ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland and figidly observed as re- 
gards the local offices has created the im- 
pression that President McKinley will fol- 
low suit. Such being the case no figtit is 
now on for the postmastership seemingly 
so tar in the distance. 

For the collectorship, however, the woods

*the Calhoun street school. 


On February 24th Brook Arnall is said to 
have stated in the eighth grade that he 
had been informed by another pupil that 
Miss Emma Tuller, the teacher of the third 
gerade, had sent up fifty-one ballots, when 
there were but fifty pupils in the class. 

It is said the young man then went home 
and told his father about the occurrence 
and stated that he had been held up for 
r.dicule before his class and informed 
Captain Arnall that he had been Called 
traitor, spy, an enemy in the camp and 
had been mortified publicly before his grade 


in other ways. 
A WRITTEN STATEMENT. 

Captain Arnall and Mrs. Echols ‘passed 
several notes on the following day. Cap- 
tain Arnall asked for a written statement 
of the occurrence and Mrs. Echols asked 
for a personal interview. Neither request 
was granted and the matter was finally re- 
ferred to the board of education, and in 
turn came down to the committee on 
grievance. This committee met last Friday 
afternoon for the purpose of investigat ng 
the charges, but adjourned until yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock. The committee was 
in session about two bours before the con- 
clusion was reached. 

Miss Muse, of the eighth grade; Miss Bra- 
dy, of the seventh grade; Miss Bryson, of 
the s:xth grade, and Miss Payne, of the 
ntth grade, testified that Mrs. tcchols had 
Used nu language Whatever that would in 
the slightest way reilect upoa Lrook Ar- 
nal. 

“Mrs: Echols was not mad,” said Miss 
Brady. ‘She taiked. quietly “and plainiy 
showed that she had-.been hurt about the 
matter, but she said nothing that could 
have been construed as a reflection on the 
young man.” 

HAD NOT BEEN ,RIDICULED. 

Every teacher stated positively that 
young Arnail had not been held up to ridi- 
cule before his class, and that he had not 
been called traitor, spy or enemy in the 
camp. 

Captain Arnall introduced Guy Gay to 
the committee. The young man is a son of 
Captain Gay, and is about twelve years 
old. The little fellow was evidently great- 
lv embarrassed. He said he thought he 
heard wsirs. Echols cali Brook Arnail an 
enemy in the camp. He said he did not 
think she was angry, but had been slight- 
ly irritated on account of Brook Arnall’s 
act.on. 

A little girl told the committee she heard 
Mrs. Echols call the Arnall child a traitor. 
Miss Brady, the teacher of the erade of 
which the child was a member, was called 
before the committee in rebuttal wf the lit- 
tle g.rl’s testimony. Miss Brady gaid the 
little girl sat at the back end of the room 
and could not have heard Mrs. Echols say 
what was claimed. 

After the witnesses were dism'ssed Cap- 
tain Arnall stated to the board that ait 
had been misinformed; that he regretted 
the occurrence and said that all he had 
done had been ip defense of the honor of 
his child, whom he thought had beén im- 
posed upon. 

“I don’t want to do anybody any harm,” 
said Captain Arnall. “I had rather do Mrs. 
iKehols'a Kindness than an injury, She is 
my neighbor and has always been my 
friend. I wish to withdraw the churges 
I have preferred.”’ 

Mrs. Echols asked if that meant her vin- 
d.cation, and was informed that it did.

OGLETHORPE LIGHT INFANTRY. ~ 

Among the companies that have attained 
a reputation throughout the state for their 
service none ranks higher than the Ogle- 
thorpe Light Infantry. 

This company, which is now company D 
of the First regiment infantry, Georgia 
volunteers, was the first company in the 
south that enlisted under the act of con- 
gress authorizing troops to offer their 
services to the confederate states for the 
war. Francis 8. Bartow, who was the com- 
pany commander, was in the confederate 
congress when the bill was passed, imme- 
diately returned and went with his compa- 
ny to Virginia; was promoted to brigadier 
general and was killed at the first battle 
of Manassas. The Oglethorpe participated 
in over forty-three battles during the late 
war and came out of the battle of Gettys- 
burg in charge of a corporal, all other 
higher officers having been either killed or 
wounded. 

The company attended the laying of the 
corner stone of the Davis monument in 
Richmond, Va., in’ July last, carrying from 
Savannah sixty odd officers and men and 
were lavishly entertained by that ancient 
and honorable command, the Richmond 
Light Infantry, Blue’s battalion. During 
the very fatiguing march attending. the 
ceremonies on that occasion they received 
tremendous applause and cheers for Geor- 
gia along the whole line of march. 

The officers of the company are now: 

Captain, U. H. McLaws; first leutenant, 
GC. Law; second lieutenant, C. H. Rich- 
ardson,‘and a full complement of non-com- 
missioned officers and forty-seven privates. 
This company js now a part of the second 
battalion of the First regiment infantry, 
Georgia volunteers, the battalion being 
commanded by Major W. 8. Rockwell, who 
was for so many years the captain of sthe 
Oglethorpes, and the adjutant of the bat- 
talion, W. O’D. Rockwell, was promoted 
from a second lieutenancy of the Ogle- 
thorpes. Captain McLaws is a son of Gen- 
eral LaFayette McLaws. 

The uniform of this command is that 
prescribed by the state for state troops. 
The summer uniform for company occa- 
sions, however, consists of white duck trou- 
sers amd blue coat.

The story of the killing is fresh in the 
minds of the public. The quiet little suburb 
of Ingleside was disturbed by three pistol 
shots and saw Lanier running from Perry, 
who was rapidly firing at him. 

Lanier sought safety in the house.of Mr. 
Fussell. 
up and arrested Perry, who claimed that he 
was a detective and that Lanier was a 
crimiral trying to escape. Mitchell, the ex- 
deputy sheriff, believed Perry and turned 
him loose and arrested Lanier, who begged 
to be protected, saying that Perry was try- 
ing to kill him and that Perry was not a 
detective. 

Both men were placed in a wagon and 
brought to Decatur. On the way Perry 
made several attempts to shoot Lanier 
who was sitting on the front seat of the 
wagon. 

Both men were carried into the’ court- 
house and Sheriff Austin sent for. Before 
the sheriff arrived Perry jerked loose from 
the men who were holding him and shot 
Laniep in the leg. As the shot was fired 
Lanier fell to the floor. Perry deliberately 
stood over him, and while eight men stood 
motionless by, shot another bullet into the 
body of the fallen man. 

Perry was arrested and placed in jail. 
Lanier was carried to one of the boarding 
houses in Decautr, where he lingered until 
death came last night. 

Perry would not make .a statement as 
to the cause of the shooting. He said that 
Lanier had come between him and his 
wife and that he went out with three pis- 
tols for the purpose of killing him: 

Perry afterwards stated that Lanier had 
tried to assault his wife at No. 11 Collins 
street. This will be his line of defense. 

On the Friday before the shooting Perry 
wrote to Lanier saying that he must leave 
the city or he would kill him. Lanier 
was frightened and left. He went to Kirk- 
wood, where he was followed by Perry. It 
is stated that Perry made an effort to 
shoot him there. On Monday Perry learn- 
ed that Lanier was at Ingleside. He took 
the early Georgia road train and at Deca- 
tur Lanier boarded it, 

Lanier saw Perry and as soon as the 
train stopped at Ingleside he jumped off 
and ran, Perry after him. 

Perry had three large revolvers in his 
pocket the morning he went gunning for 
Lanier. 

One of these he shot at the dead man as he 
jumped off the train at Ingleside. Mitch- 
ell, the ex-deputy sheriff, searched Perry 
aria relieved him of another revolver. The 
third one was in the lining of his overcoat 
and escaped the search of Mitchell. 

It was the third revolver that did the 
work. Two of its chambers were emptied 
into the body of Lanier. 

The statement made by Lanier the morn- 
ing he was shot said that he had only told 
Mrs. Perry that her husband was going 
with fast women. He said that he never 
did Perry any harm and when he received 
the letter telling him to leave Atlanta he 
was frightened and immediately left. 

Several letters are in the possession of 
the ordinary of DeKalb county, written by 
Perry to Lanier. The letter telling Lanter 
to leave Atlanta was found in his pockets. 
Another letter was also found addresséd 
to Perry from Lanier, saying that he had 
never done him any wrong and asked that | 
Perry stop humiliating him.

If McKinley had been president when 
Conkling and Platt had their famous row 
and walked out of the senate there would 
have been no row and no such sensational 
episode. 

The clash, you remember, was with Gar- 
field, and grew out of the president's re- 
fusal to act upon the recommendations of 
the senators of New York in the matter 
of appo‘ntments. 

The reason there would have been no 
row is because McKinley is pursuing an 
entirely different policy on this matter of 
appointments. 

To a number of candidates for office who 
have appealed to him the president has 
made it clear that there is very little 
chance for a man to secure appointment 
unless he has the approval of the sen- 
ators from his own ‘state, if they are re- 
publicans. Individual senators who have 
gone up to the white house urging the ap- 
pointment of friends have been confronted 
with the same declarations. Senator Billy 
Mason, for instance. He was the great 
McKinley man of Illinois. Mason was one 
of the first of the president’s callers after 
the inauguration, and he had with him a 
friend whose application for office he had 
indorsed and whose appointment he was 
urging. 

“But, my dear senator,” suggested the 
president, with his blandest smile, ‘has 
Senator Cullom indorsed these papers?’ 

Senator Mason, who thought he was the 
foreordained dispenser of patronage for 
Illinois, was almost knocked off his feet 
by the suggestion. But. the president force- 
fully, though pleasantly, gave him to un- 
derstand that nobedy would be consid- 
ered. who did not have the indorsement of 
both of the senators from his state, when 
these senators are .republican. 

WHERE THE PATRONAGE GOES. 

This is the old pélicy which Grant pur- 
sued, and McKinley. is wise in his day and 
generation in following in. the footsteps 
of Grant. By so doing he is Undoubtedly 
averting a large amount of trouble. The 
practical application of this policy means 
to place the entire New York patronage 
in the hands of Tom Platt; the entire 
Pennsylvania patronage in the hands of 
Matt Quay, where the junior Senator Pen- 
rose. will do anything that Quay says; and 
rigbt at the outset, at least, it eliminates 
the probability of a fight from Foraker, 
who is thus disarmed.. But it is highly 
probable that McKinley has no Mea of 
sticking to this rule so far as the Ohio 
patronage is concerned.

The Columbus Murderer’s Case Will 
Be Decided Against Him in

It is probable that the case of Henry 
White against the state will be decided 
in the supreme court this week. 

The decision may come at any day and 
it will be against White. 

At least every indication points in that 
direction. Of course the consultation rooms 
of the supreme court justices are as a 
sealed. book to the outside world, but from 
information gained through outside chan- 
néls the prospects are that White will 
not be granted a new trial. 

In the hearing of the case vesterday the 
bill of exceptions to the decision of the 
court below were on the line, first, that 
White did not kill the officer of whose 
murder he has been found guilty in Mus- 
cogee court, and, second, that if he did 
kill him, he did so in self-defense. The at- 
torneys for the defense took the ground 
that while he might have been engaged 
‘in the shooting affray he did not shoot 
the man whom he was accused of killing, 
but that a bullet from the weapon of his 
father or some othér party engaged in the 
fusillade did the deadly work. 

But the attorneys went some further and 
declared that he did not fire a shot until 
after the policemen had fired at him, and 
that in case his bullet killed the man he 
was only acting in self-defense at the 
time. |

MR. WOODSON’S PLAN IS ADOPTED

Chairman Woodson suegested a plan 
which was adopted which instructs the 
secretary of the committee to communi- 
cate with the leading merchants and man- 
ufacturers of the city and request them to 
furnish the committee with_any complaint 
which they may ‘have against the rafll- 
roads on rates either to or-from Atlanta.

the committee will call a meeting of the 
freight representatives of the transporta- 
tion lines represented or interested in the 
Atlanta business, for a conference Over 
an adjustment of the rates which will 
appease the complaint which has been 
made. 

If the railroads refuse to give the desired 
relief the committee will call a mass meet- 
ing at which time another plan will be 
tried to bring the railroads to time. 

THE MEMPHIS WAY. 

In Memphis there ts a freight bureau in 
charge of a representative of the shippers, 
who look into all rates and makes and 
adjusts them with the railroad company. 
The ojcer in charge is paid a salary of 
$2,500 a year for this work, and as a 
result Memphis is today enjoying a better 
rate than other cities of its size throughout 
the country. 

The gentlemen who have taken the initia-* 
tive step in the present move for lower 
rates do not wish to antagonize the ‘rail- 
roads, but they are simply fighting for 
their rights. They do not think that they 
should be discriminated against in favor 
of other places and the present move is 
intended to bring about a harmonious set- 
tlement of the existing differences. 

It is understood that the railroad officials 
have agreed to meet the members of the 
committee in a conference over the rates 
at any time, and if this be so it is believed 
that an agreement can be reached and the 
rates adjusted satisfactorily to all parties 
interested. 

If no agreement can be reached the city 
council may be appealed to to create a 
new office to be known as the commercial 
agency and to set aside a certain amount 
for its expenses. The man selected to fill 
the position will have to be one of expe- 
rience and will be elected for a term of 
six years if he proves a satisfactory per- 
son. 

If this plan fails the merchants will in 
all probability organize an association and 
elect a competent person to look after this 
matter.

Another is 
a flagman, and three are brakemen. 

Friends of the accused men say they 
did ‘not ‘steal the wine. Their story is that 
the Princétén expressmen who unloaded 
the car found a broken case of cham- 
pagne, and after sampling a bottle invited 
the railroad men to join them. At iny 
rate, the five railroad men, after drinking 
deepiy of the wine, became intoxicated. 
When they started for home they stored 


several of the unopened bottles in the ca- | 


boose of the train. 

An official living in Trenton was notified 
of the revelry of the crew. He went by 
the ‘‘Barracks,’’ above the city, where. he 
boarded the train. Several members of 
the crew, he reported, were drunk and 
noisy. No wine bottles were found. La- 
ter investigation, however, revealed that 
the wine from several bottles had been 
povred into the caboose’s big coffee pot, 
which was passed around

Caniea, March ‘16. —The village of Kis- 
samo, to the westward of this city, is now 
in ruins from the ‘bombardment of the in- 
surgents and the fires which followed the 
bombardment. The fort guarding the vil- 
lage is, however,. intact, the insurgents 
rot yet having succeeded in reducing it, 
though they have been firing upon it for 
nearly four days. The garrison consists of 
only a company of Turkish infantry, byt 
they are’ gallantly defending the position 
though they are surrounded by insurgents. 
It is probable that they will eventually 
be compelled by a searcity of provisions 
and ammunition to surrender unless as- 
sistance is given to them by some of the 
foreign warships. 

There is a complete absence of authority 
here, 
anarchy prevails. In some places maraud- 
ers are in complete possession, and are 
pillaging and outraging to their - hearts 
ecntent. Unless something is done, and 
that speedily, by the powers the prospects 
are that the island will be devastated. 

It is reported here that it is the inten- 
tion of the Christians to exterminate the 
Moslems throughout the island. This, cou- 
pled with a renewal of the reports of a 
massacre at Sitiz, in the eastern part of 
the island, has deeply incensed the Mos- 


| lems, who, in a spirit of revenge, are more 


actively than ever engaged in looting the 


. houses of Christians under the eyes of 


forelgn sailors and marines who were 
landed for the ostensible purpose of pro- 
tecting the lives and property of Christians 
and Moslems alike. 

HOUSES COMPLETELY GUTTED. 

Many houses have been completely gut- 
ted of their contents. The Moslem thieves 
make no pretence of cénducting their op- 
erations in secret, but pile their booty in 
open spaces and leave some of their num- 
ber to guard the heterogenous collection, 


While they go in search of further spoils.

Many of the looters are Moslems who were 
rescued from Kandamos and Selino, and 
their presence in the city has proved a 


' veritable scourge to the Christians here. 


The latter think that Sir Alfred Bilotti, 
the British consul who brought these peo- 
ple to a place of safety, should take some 
measures to check their thieving propensi- 
ties, but he has done nothing to protect 
the Christians from their depredations.

‘IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER. 


Deputies Consider the Cretan Ques- 
tion and Appreve of Combined 
Action of the Povwers. 


Paris, March 16.—In the chamber of dep- 
uties yesterday the government was ques- 
tioned as to the Greco-Cretan situation 
and the action which had been taken by 
France in regard thereto. 

M. Goblet, republican, declaréd that it 
was impossible to associate France with 
the coercion of Greece. France, he said, had 
nothing to hope for from acting in concert 
with the other powers and ought to retire 
therefrom. The alliance between France 
and Russia, he asserted, should be based 
upon reciprocal advantages which did not 
warrant blind adherence on the part of 
France to the whole of Russia's policy. 

M. Delafosse, rightist, advocated the 


| formation of a European congress for the 


purpose of arriving at @ solution of the 
Greco-Cretan difficulty. The present action 
of the powers toward Greece, he said, ap- 
proached the ridiculous. 

M. Hanotaux, minister of foreign af- 
fairs, replied that the Turk as well as the 
Greek must evacuate the Island of Crete, 
excepting at points which were occupied 
jointly by European troops. The powers, 
he said, would ensure security In the island 
by landing re-enforcements, each supplying 
600 men. The powers, he continued, held 
that the reply of Greece to their ultimatum 
was insufficient. They had agreed at the 
Outset to enjoin upon Greece the recall of 
her troops from Crete and then proclaim 
autonomy for the island. 

M. Hanotaux, continuing his remarks, 
recalled the fact that on February 22d the 
chamber had approved the adherence of 
the government to the concert of the pow- 
ers and he asked for a renewal of the 
confidence of the house.

WATER TEARS THROUH LEVEE 


It Is Believed That Casualties Are 
Bound Te Have Followed Acci- 
dent, but None Yet Reported. 


BOATS BUSY RESCUING POPULACE 


The Mississippi Is Rising Rapidly and 
Has Registered Over a Foot Increase 
at Memphis During the Last Twenty- 
Four Hours—Government Steamer 
Joins in the Rescuing. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 16.—The first loss 
of life resulting fm the high water was 
recorded today, an entire negro family 
and one white child being drowned near 
Marion, Ark. It is believed that many 
have perished, owing to the serious cond!l- 
tion in all that country, but news from 
this is difficult to obtain. 

A levee on the Arkansas side, some fifty 
miles above, was swept away Saturday 
night, but full particulars are not avali- 
able and whether fatalities followed is not 
known. The broken levee was a part of 


| the old state system and incorporated in 


the St. Francis levee system. The water 
had a fall through it of about fifteen feet 
and rushed with great violence over the 
adjacent country, 6o that casualties are 
regarded as certain to have occurred. 

A number of local vessels are actively 
engaged in rescuing people and stock from 
the overflowed sections of Arkansas and 
the river islands and hundreds of them 
are now being provided for in this city. 

The river here is 36.4 feet, a rise of near- 
ly one and a half feet within forty-cight 
hours, and still rising. It ie also rising at 
Cairo, so that the rise here and below will 
continue for at least two days more. This 
carries additional water over the bayou 
banks in the northern part of this city with 
consequent danger to residents in its vi- 
cinity and they will have to seek more 
secure places, 

A government steamer will join the re- 
lief forces tomorrow.

He Made All the Arrangements for 
His Eternal Sleep as if Pre- 


paring for a Journey. 
HIS SAD LETTERS OF FAREWELL 


A Telegram to His Brother in Athens 
Brings Him to Atlanta in Time To 
View the Dead Body—The Coroner 
Holds an Inquest—Verdict of Sui- 
cide. 


“We, the jury, impaneled and sworn by 
J. R. Stamps, coroner, to investigate the 
cause of the death of R. L. Lawrence, find 
from the evidence that he came to his 
death from an overdose of laudanum taken 
with suicidal Intent alone in room No. 31 
of the Kimball house, Atlanta, Ga.” 

Robert Lee Lawrence, who was tired of 
life before it had fairly begun for him, 
who was aweary of a world which he 
ecarcely Knew, was found lying dead upon 
a bed in room 361 of the Kimball house 
yesterday afternoon about 4:30 o'clock. 

Lawrence arrived in Atlanta from Elber- 
ton Sunday afternoon and registered under 


‘the name and address of “W. 8. Upshaw, 


Waco, Tex.”’ At that very time he was no 
doubt contemplating his tragic end, 

But little was seen of him after that. 
Yesterday morning, yesterday at noon and 
about 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon one of 
the chambermaid tried to get in his room 
and failed. She rang for a bell boy, and by 
the boy Mr. Scoville, the manager of the 
hotel, was notified. The engineer was sent 
for and he forced an entrance into the 
room by opening the transom. 

Lawrence had been dead about three or 
four hours when first discovered, according 
to the evidence of the physicians. 

On the mantel shelf of his room was a 
three ounce vial of laudanum nearly emp- 
tied. He may heve taken all the drug at 
once or taken it in broken doses, but in 
sufficient quantities to produce death. 

WROTE LETTERS HOME. 

Before the young man ended fils life he 
wrote two letters, one addressed to his 
mother in Edgewood, and the other to his 
sister. After writing the letters he placed 
them in a coat pocket where they were 
found, and then he sent a telegram ‘o his 
brother, Mr. Jeff Lawrence, at Athens, 
telling him to come to Atlanta at once, In 
the letters he referred to the fact that a 
telegram would be sent to his brother. 

Thinking that some member of his fami- 
ly was very ill Mr. Jeff Lawrence left Ath- 
ens at once and when he arrived in At- 
lanta he went straight to his mother’s 


heme in Bdgewood. There he found all’ 


well. He at once suspected that some- 
thing was wrong with his brother. He 
hurried to the Kimball and asked the clerk, 
Mr. Ed Callaway, if his brother, R. L. 
Lawrence, was registered there. The name 
could not be found. At that very moment 
physicians were examining the dead body 
of the young man upstairs. 

Mr. Callaway thought of this and showed 
the caller the signature of ‘“W. 8S. Upshaw, 
Waco, Tex.’’ Mr. Lawrence said it resem- 
bled ‘hfs brother’s and he was shown to 
the room where the sad tragedy had been 
enacted. 

The dead stranger was his brother. 

The letters the deceased had written were 
opened by the coroner. In them the writer 
had stated that he intended to end his life. 
He had tried to live right, but temptations 
and evil companions had overcome him 
and life had been a failure. 

INQUDST HELD THIS MORNING. 

The remains were taken to the under- 
taking establishment of H. M. Patterson, 
where an inquest was held this morning. 

Only three witnesses were examined by 
the coroner’s jury, the chambermaffii who 
first saw the body, Mr. Scoville, and the 
engineer who broke open the door. Dr. M. 
A. Purse, who was the first physician to 
examine the remains, and who was on the 
jury, made a statement as to the cause of 
death and how long the young man had 
been dead when found. 

The jury then made up its verdict 
given above. 

Robert Lee Lawrence was twenty-seven 
years of age and a young man of good ad- 
dress and fine personal appearance, He 
was a man to attract attention in any pub- 
lic gathering. Ait the time of his death 
he lived tn Atlanta, but was employed by 
a firm in Biberton. He came from Han- 
cock county, Georgia, three years ago. He 
has five brothers, three of whom are trav- 
eling men. 

The arrangements for the funeral have 
not been made. It is probable he will .be 
buried in the old family burying ground in 
Hancock county, although.he wrote in one 
pf ‘his letters: “Lay me here. Do not take 
me back to the old family burying ground.”' 

No reason can be assigned for the self- 
destruction except given by himself: 

“T] end my. life because I cannot make of 
tt what I would.”

Some of Our Lawyers 
and Their Peculiarities 


Our lawyers and their methods have 
changed very much within a generation. 

When I was a youngster our great law- 
yers, as a rule, were men of stalwart pro- 
portions, and their voices were remarka- 
ble for their volume and far-reaching ef- 
fect. 

These giants of the bar Were men of 
great physical strength and endurance. 
They were clear-headed fellows, too, and 
in a long trial, when scores of witnesses 
were examined, they did not have to de- 
pend upon notes of the testimony. 

They) carried. the law; and the facts..in 
their heads, and did not have to refer to 
books and notes when an important .point 
was to. be argued. ° 


I have heard General. Toombs reply to a 
lawyer who had read perhaps a dozen 
cases from the reports of the highest tri- 
bunals of several states. Without looking 
at one of the books the general would 
mention each case, give the page of the 
volume containing it, and he would ‘then 
synopsize it and show wherein it differed 
from the matter then before the court. 

The judges in those days were equally 
quick. ‘they were: well-grounded in: the 
principles of the law, and they did not get 
tangled or lose their way in a fog. _. 

Good memories were strong points with 
our old judges and lawyers, and they: had 
very little use for a man who could not 
recollect the law and the evidence.

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~ PROBLEM ALL TO HERSELF 


The biggest problem that confronts the 
law-makers of Georgia now is that of pro- 
viding funds to meet the increased demand 
of the pensioners, 

“The men who opposed accepting the old 
soldiers’ home are paying for it now,” re- 
marked a prominent gentleman in discuss- 
ing the matter this morning: “The pen- 
sion law will have to be amended. As it 
now stands it is demoralizing to the man- 
hood of Georgia. Every man who has 
reached the age of sixty years and who 
was in the war feels that he is as much 
entitled to a pension as anybody else, and 
“that Is why the applications have reached 
such an enormous number.” 


son on the matter today and he saye that 
‘there are about 4,000 applicants for pen- 
sions under the indigent pension act whose 
applications have not been passed upon. 

It will take all summer to get through 
with them. 

And then will come the job of assort- 
ing them so as to find out who among 
those whose applications are approved are 
most needy. ae: 

Under the law only 2500 are provided 
‘for, $00..a.year being allowed those who 
have grown unable to earn a livelihood. 
Only ~ $150,000 was appropriated for that 
‘purpose, which provides for 2,500 indigent 
soldiers. There are 2,000 already on the list, 
‘leaving only money enough for §&0 more. 

But there are 4,000 applications from dif- 
ferent parts of the state and the only way 
to get over the difficulty will be to sift 
the matter to the bottom and select 600 of 
the most needy and place them on the roll. 

WIDOWS NEAR THE LIMIT. 

When the act providing pensions for the 
widows of confederate veterans was pass- 
ed a fund of $240,000 was appropriated for 
their pensions. They are allowed the same 
as the indigent pensioners—$00 a year. 

There are about 150 applications from 
widows who have not been enrolled still 
to be passed ypon, but it is thought that 
the fund provided for them will.hold out.. 

There are about 300 applications from dis- 
abled veterans to be passed upon also. 
They are allowed pensions of various 
amounts from $5 up to $150, but the ap- 
propriation for that purpose is limited to 
$150,000. 

The greater portion of the disabled sol- 
diers and widows of veterans have been 
enrolled and are drawing their pensions. 

But when it comes to the irdigent list 
their name is legion. The act contemplated 
taking care of a few here and there who 
had grown old and infirm and unable to 
earn a livelihood. 

But from the number that have come in- 
to the pension office there must be a host 
of such. The list grows every year. The 
old men are growing older every year and 
the state will have to manage some wiy 
to provide: forthe’ pensions. 

HOW THHEY: ARE DIVIDED. 

The way thé pensions are divided up 
now the disabled veterans come first under 
the act of 1887, the first payment being 
made in 1888. 

The loss of both legs or both arms, or an 

arm and a leg, entitles the pensioner to 
$150 per annum. The loss of a singie arm 
or leg is less and the scale is graduated 
dewn to $5 for the loss of a tinger or a 
toe. j . 
There were twenty-six pensioners on the 
list last year drawing $100 ani a ‘goodly 
numter drawing jess amounts. That class 
of: pensioners will hardly: exceei the limit 
of the appropriation, as they are passing 
away year after year. 

Next come the widows who have been 
drawing pensions since the act of 1890, 
they having drawn their first pensions in 
1891. Nearly all of them who are eligible 
have been placed on the roll and there is

' HE GAVE HIS RECO 

Here is a case that came under the no- 
tice of Colonel.L. P. Thomas.

Ridge, Rocky Face,. Resaca, New Hope 
and Pumpkin Vine creek. I was with you 
in the skirmish at Pumpkin Vine creek 
and was [In the skirmish line. I was in the 
following battles also: Kennesaw, Atlanta, 
June 20th, 224d and 28th,, 1864; Jonesboro, 
Franklin, Nashville, Edisto Run, Orange- 
burg; Kingston and Betonville. After you 
was promoted colonel, Captain Mercer 
then being the senior captain of the regi- 
ment, we became company A. Do you re- 
member when we were near Goldsboro, 
N. C.; I went out foraging after we stop- 
ped there and found a hollow stump full 
of meat. I got in about night with some 
meat and you sent-down to me and got a 
ham of the same and sent for me to come 
to your headquarters and asked me where 
I got the meat, and said you did not care 
where I got it, but wanted to know if I left 
any?

HOW THE PLUS WILL 
FALL IN BRUNSWICK 


Brunswick, Ga., March 16. 
Special to. The Evening Constitution. 

The announcement that Collector of 
Customs J. T. Beckwith, of Savannah, 
and Postmaster Fox, of Atlanta, will be 
applicants for reappointment to their re- 
spective positions, has proved an eye- 
opener down in this section. The average 
democratic office holder views the situa- 
tion and thinks if the “big guns” in office 
can ask to be retained they can also make 
similar requests with equal propriety. 

In local republican circles the leaders 
laugh at suggestions that gold democrats 
might hold over, while leading free sil- 
verites cry “shame’’ on those who make 
such requests. The geld democrats are 
equally firm in their determination to try 
for something under President McKinley, 
and the result may be an unprecetiented 
mixture of Georgia’s end of national poli- 
tics. 

There are two plums in Brunswick for 
distribution. 

One is the collector of customs. The hold- 
er of this office is not allowed to make over 
$3,000 per year in salary and fees. He sel- 
dom does. The other is the post master- 
ship. Hon. Thomas W. Lamb is the pres- 
ent iricumbent in the custom house, His 
four years’ term does not expiré until 
February: 5, 189%. Hon. W. F. Symons is 
the postmaster. He has about three years 
more to serve. In cach of the above nam- 
ed positions John H. Deveaux, colored, 
Collector Lamb's predecessor, and McC. F. 
McBrown, the postmaster, held over their 
full four years under President Cleveland. 
Postmaster Brown was appointed for four 
years near the end of a postmaster term, 
the incumbent preceding him being remov- 
ed for irregularity in office. This prece- 
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he is made of. In Brunswick his official 
conduct and personal manners and habits 
were such as to overcome a violent pre- 
judice first formed against him on account 
of his color and the action of Savannah in 
helping to send him here at that time. 
Deveaux now ranks high in Brunswick as 
an Official and moral character, and he has 
sense enough to know his worth without 
being at all presumptuous. 

if. he wants’ indorsements as to worth 
and character Brunswick will give them 
to him. Savannah indorsed Deveaux 
largely when he was after. Brunswick un- 
der President Harrison, and the ink on 
those papers still holds good. If Savan- 
nah puts up a strong fight against hin 
those indorsements can be got at, and 
since they were written Deveaux has put 
in four years of office holding and three 
additional ones in work for the ee 
party. 

This total of seven years bears creditable 
showing for Deveaux, and his friends are 
determined to put’ him in Savannah if 
such is possible. 

It is generally conceded down this way 
that no applications. will be heard in Wash- 
ington unless they come from Boss Buck, 
In line with this idea every well posted ap- 
plicant, is sending«his credentials to At- 
lanta. Boss Buck*is recognized as the 
power behind the throne and his good will 
is being sought on“all sides.

RICHARDS CASE IS DOCKETED 


Appeal from Milledgeville Will Now 
Be Heard in the Supreme

The case of Henry Richards against. the 
state, on a writ of error from the superior 
court of Baldwin county, was docketed in 
the supreme court this morning. 

Richards appealed fara new trial, after 
being tried on a charge” of murder. and 
convicted of voluntary manslaughter. 

The case is a. remarkable. one. On July 
26, 1896, Richards and his wife, who was the 
mother of a two-weeks-old baby, quarreled, 
and it was charged that Richards beat her 
so badly that she died from the effects of 
her injuries on August 24th foilowing.

The written charge brought by 
Captain Arnall and the written answer 
made ‘by Mrs. Echols were read by the 
committee in the committee room, after 
which the comimittee began the examina-~ 
tion’ of ‘withesses, who were ‘teachers in 
the Calhotin street school. 

On February 24th Brook Arnall is said to 
have stated in the eighth grade that he 
had been informed by another pupil that 
Miss Emma Tuller, the teacher of the third 
rerade, had sent up fifty-one ballots, when 
there were but fifty pupils in the class. 

It is said the young man then went home 
and told bis father about the occurrence 
and stated that he had been held up for 
rdicule before his class and informed 
Captain Arnall that he had been called 
traitor, spy, an enemy in the camp and 
had been mortilicd , ublicly before his grade 
in other ways. 

A WRITTEN STATEMENT.

Cap- 
tain Arnall asked for a written statement 
of the occurrence and Mrs. Echols asked 
for a personal interview. ;:Neither request 
was granted and the matter; was finally re- 
ferred to the board of education, and in 
turn came down to the committee on 
efievance. This committee thet last Friday 
afternoon for the purpose of investigat ng 
the charges, but adjourned until yesterday 
afternoon at.4 o'clock. The committee was 
in session about two bours before the con- 
clusion was reached.

OGLETHORPE LIGHT INFANTRY. 

Among the companies that ‘have attained 
a reputation throughout the state for their 
service none ranks higher than the Ogle- 
thorpe Light Infantry. 

This company, which {is now company D 
of the First regiment infantry, Georgia 
volunteers, was the first company in the 
south that enlisted under the act of con- 
gress authorizing. troops to offer their 
services to the confederate states for the 
war. Francis §. Bartow, who was the com- 
pany commander, was in the confederate 
congress when the bill was passed, imme- 
diately returned and went with his compa- 
ny to. Virginia; was promoted to brigadier 
general and was killed at the first battle 
of Manassas. The Oglethorpe participated 
in over forty-three battles during the late 
war and came out of the battle of Gettys- 
burg in charge of a corporal, all other 
higher officers having been either killed or 
wounded. : 

The company attended the laying of the 
corner stone of the Davis monument in 
Richmond, Va., in July last, carrying from 
Savannah sixty odd officers and men and 
were lavishly entertained by that ancient 
and honorable command, the Richmond 
Light Infantry, Blue’s battalion. During 
the very fatiguing march attending’ the 
ceremonies on that occasion they received 
tremendous applause and cheers for Geor- 
gia along the whole line of march. 

The officers of the company are now: 

Captain, U. H. McLaws; first lHeutenant, 
C. F. Law; second lieutenant, C. H. Rich- 
ardson, and a full complement of non-com- 
missioned officers forty-seven privates. 
This company is now a part of fhe second 
hattalion of the First regiment infantry, 
Georgia volunteers, the battalion being 
commanded by Major W. S. Rockwell, who 
was for so many years the captain. of the 
Oglethorpes, and the adjutant of the bat- 
talion, W. O'D., ell, was promoted 
rom a second Heutenancy of the Ogie- 
thorpes. Captain McLaws ts a son of Gen- 
eral LaFayette McLaews.

IS DEAD 


H. S. Perry’s Vietim Died at Decatur 
Last Night from the Effects 
of His Wounds. 


“| AM SATISFIED,” SAYS PERRY 


These Were the Words of the Mur- 
derer When He Learned 


the News. 


LANIER CONSCIOUS TO THE END 


The Dead Man Contended Until the 
Last That Perry Shot Him Without 
Cause—Surrounded by His Family 
and a Minister He Dies. 


N. B. Lanier, who was shot down in cold 
blood by H. 8. Perry in the DeKalb county 


courthouse last Monday, died last night at 
9 o'clock. 

H. 8. Perry is a murderer in the DeKalb 
county jail awaiting to be tried for his 
life. When told that Lanier had died, he 
smiled and said that he was satisfied. 

Lanier has been lingering between life 
and death for one week. The day that he 
was shot down his physician said that he 
would die before night, and Lanier made 
a dying statement to the ordinary of thg 
county. 

He was better on Tuesday, and Dr. Ram- 
sey thought there might be a_ hope. 
Wednesday he was again reported as dying. 
Thursday he was better and Friday he 
looked as if he had taken a new hold on 
life. 

Saturday and Sunday the wounded man 
became worse yesterday. Pneumonia had 
developed and last night Lanier breathed 
his last. 

He was surrounded by his family, who 
have been by his bedside since the day of 
the shooting. 

The story of the killing is fresh in the 
minds of the public. The quiet little suburb 
of Ingleside was disturbed by three pistol 
shots and saw Lanier running from Perry, 
who was rapidly firing at him. 

Lanier sought safety in the house of Mr. 
Fussell, Here an ex-deputy sheriff came 
up and arrested Perry, who claimed that he 
was a detective and that. Lanier was a 
crimiral trying to escape: Mitchell, the ex- 
deputy sheriff, believed Perry and turned 
him loose and arrested Lanier, who begged 
to be protected, saying that Perry was try- 
ing to kill him and that Perry was not a 
detective. 

Both men were placed in a wagon and 
brought to Decatur. On the way Perry 


-made several attempts to. shoot Lanier 


who was sitting on the front seat of the 
wagon. 

Both men were carried into the court- 
house and Sheriff Austin sent for. Before 
the sheriff arrived Perry jerked loose from 
the men who were holding him and shot 
Lanier in the leg. Ae the shot was fired 
Lanier fell to the floor. Perry deliberately 
stood over him, and while eight men stood 
motionless by, shot another bullet into the 
body of the fallen man. 

Perry was arrested and placed in jail. 
Lanier was carried to one of the boarding 
houses in Decautr, where he lingered until 
death came last night. 

Perry would not make a statement as 
to the cause of the shooting. He said that 
Lanier had come between him and his 
wife and that he went out with three pis- 
tols for the purpose of killing him. 

Perry afterwards stated that Lanier had 
tried to assault his wife at No. 11 Collins 
street. This will be his line of defense. 

On the Friday before the shooting Perry 
wrote to Lanier saying that he must leave 
the city or he would kill him. Lanier 
was frightened and left. He went to Kirk- 
wood, where he was followed by Perry. It 
is stated that Perry made an effort to 
shoot him there. On Monday Perry learn- 
ed that Lanier was at Ingleside. He took 
the early Georgia road train and at Deca- 
tur Lanier boarded it. 

Lanier saw Perry and as soon as the 
train stopped at Ingleside he jumped off 
and ran, Perry after him. 

Perry had three large revolvers in his 
pocket the morning he went gunning for 
Lanier. 

One of these he shot at the dead man as he 
jumped off the train at Ingleside. Mitch- 
ell, the ex-deputy sheriff, searched Perry 
and relieved him of another revolver. The 
th'rd one was in the lining of his overcoat 
and escaped the search of Mitchell. 

It was the third revolver that did the 
work. Two of its chambers were emptied 
into the body of Lanier. 

The statement made by Lanier the morn- 
ing he was shot said that he had only told 
Mrs. Perry that her husband was going 
with fast women. He said that he never 
did Perry any harm and when he received 
the letter telling him to leave Atlanta he 
was frightened and immediately left. 

Several letters are in the possession of 
the ordinary of DeKalb county, written by 
Perry to Lanier. The letter telling Lanier 
to leave Atlanta was found in his pockets. 
Another letter was also found addressed 
to Perry from Lan'er, saying that he had 
never done him any wrong and asked that 
Perry stop humiliating him. 

These letters will be introduced [nto the 
court. Glenn & Rountree have been en- 
gaged by the family of Lanier to prosecute 
Perry. They have gone to work and learn- 
ed that Perry will try and prove that he 
shot Lanier because he attempted an as- 
sault on his wife. 

These attorneys have investigated this 
theory and say that there is nothing in it. 
They. say that Perry is a cold-blooded mur- 
derer and that there is no hope of his ¢s- 
caping the gallows.

The Position He Assumed Upon the

Report Says.*

The Report Is Made to the Chancellor

The official report. of the faculty com- 
mittee concerning the recent disturbance 
among the students is as follows: 

‘"T> the Chancellor—The ovosition as- 
gumed by Mr. Myrick on the question as 
an abstract principle’ of morality is !m- 
pregnable. The language used in his ar- 
ticle is unfortunate and some of the stute- 
ments are of too sweeping a _ character, 
especially the one to which mvuast or all of 
the objection was made, 

“On having his attention called to this 
fact Mr. Myrick at once disclaimed any 
idea of attacking. the individual members 
of the class or of impugning the motives 
of any one. He had said he tried to make 
this clear in his second article. 

“The members of the class were much 
irritated by the language which had been 
used and were at. first unable to see how 
any interpretation could be put upon it 
ohter than that he?f@ by them. 

“Our efforts were therefore devoted to 
adjusting this difference with due regard 
to the feeling and dignity of both parties 
as disinterested and mutual friends. Af- 
ter prolonged discussion and debate those 
present were induced to see that an ex- 
planation by Mr, Myrick woulc be suffi- 
cient. 

“We repeatedly Impressed upon them 
that an apology or’ retraction was, in our 
opinion, uncalled for, and we would repeat 


this here. We. ,have, stigmested to 
Mr. Myrick that.he publish at an 
early date an, ..explicit statement 
that the language . used in his 


first article was intended to apply. to. those 
membérs of the class—if there are such— 
who voted against thé principles underlying 
the resolution, in a.word, that he declined 
to impugn the motives of any individual in 
the matter. We further, as in duty bound, 
urged upon those .Present. the necessity 
both for their own good name and for the 
sake of the university, that no further 
breach of the peace be tolerated. . 

“In order to enforce this and “to atlow 
that Mr. Myrick’s cause is not condemned 
by the higher authority, we respectfully 
recommend that the students at present un- 
der suspension for. attacking. him be sus- 
pended for at least two. weeks.”

Columbus Murderer’s Case Will 
Be Decided Against Him in 
Supreme Court,

It fis probable that the case of Henry 
White against the state will be decided 
in the supreme court this week. 

The decision may come at any day and 
it will be against White. 

At least every indication points in that 
direction. Of course the consultation rooms 
of the supreme court justices are as a 
sealed book to the outside world, but from 
information gained through outside chan- 
nels the prospects are that White will 
not be granted a new trial. 

In the hearing of the case vesterday the 


bill of exceptions to the decision of the } 
court below were on the line, first, that 


White did not kill the officer of whose 
murder he has been found guilty in Mus- 
cogee court, and, second, that if he did 
kill him, he did so in self-defense. The at- 
torneys for the defense took the ground 
that while he might ‘have been engaged 
in the shooting affray he did not shoot 
the man whom he. was’ accused of killing, 
but that a bullet from the weapon of his 
father or some other party engaged in the 
fusillade did the deadly work. 

But the attorneys went some further and 
declared that he did not fire a shot until 
after the policemen had fired at him, and 
that in case his -bullet killed the man. he 
was only acting in self-defense at the 
time. 

The state was represented by. Colonel 
Worrell and by brief and the accused by 
Colonel Carey Thompson, and the oase 
Was ably argued on ‘both sides. 

It is the prevalent opinion, however,: of 
those in a position to judge that White 
will be denied a new trial on the writ of 
error.
